The World’s Trade. 


At the London Mansion House yester- 
day Mr. Winston Churchill painted a dark 
picture of the world’s commerce. Trade 
with the East has come virtually to a 
stand-still and with America it is 
dwindling away to a mere shadow of its 
normal bulk. Britain stands midway 
between America’s Midas-like wealth and 
the rest of the world’s appalling poverty. 
She owes £1,000,000,000 to the United 
States, and must pinch and scrape in 
order to pay the interest and sinking fund 
on a loan which she borrowed not for her 
own use, but for that of the Allies in 
the prosecution of the war. Consequently, 
Britain is finding more and more difficulty 
every day in buying raw materials from 
America. She has not the wherewithal 
to pay for them. On the other hand, 
nearly all the other countries in the world 
that count are in Britain's debt. They 
would buy British goods if they could pay 
for them, but their purchasing power, ex- 
pressed in sterling, has almost ceased to 
exist. Britain, therefore, loses both 
ways as the result of -her quixotry 
in assuming responsibility for Europe's 
debts. ‘She is burdened with heavier 
taxes than any other nation in Christen- 
dom. Her industries are idle; her 
ships are lying empty in her harbours; 
London's control of the world’s markets 
has become a thing of the past; and some 
1,500,000 of her sons, a majority of whom 
helped to save civilisation from the 
Prussian jackboot, are on the brink of 
starvation. 

Mr. Churchill's pessimism is only too well 
founded. Take the case of the European 
markets. In 1916 Russia’s imports from 
the United Kingdom amounted to 
616,190,000 roubles, or some £61,619,000. 
Now Russia, for purposes of trade, 
has ceased to exist. Germany used 
to be Britain s best customer. Today 
the £ costs 460 odd marks in Berlin 
instead of the normal 20, and German 
importers are thus estopped - effectively 
from purchasing British goods. France

Consequently she has reduced her imports 
to a minimum and will buy nothing from 
Britain except those goods which are indis- 
pensable.

war than about trade; Czecvho-Slovakia is 
pursuing a policy of ecomomic aloofness ; 
and Poland, with her fantastic. finance, 
can buy nothing from anybody. The 
neutrals remain. Holland made money 
during the war and her exchange with 
Britain is reasonably stable; but the high 
purchasing power of the gildersenables her 
to buy German: goods for a song. Norway, 
Sweden, and Denmark are in a similar 
position. Even Spain has transferred her 
account from London to Berlin, and the 
result is that German industry is 
flourishing as it never flourished before. 
Yet Germany is not gaining very much, 
since she must devote all her profits to 
the service of her indemnity. 

Can a remedy be found? Some weeks 
ago Mr. Churchill outlined a plan, and 
yesterday he hinted at it again. The war 
debts, ultimately, are the source of most 
of the trouble. America, cannot sell her 
goods abroad because the dollar is so dear 
in terms of other currencies that only 
those who must will buy. She is owed 
$10,000,000,000 by Europe ; but her sheaf 
of I.0.U.’s does not help her business 
men, who would much prefer to hold a 
sheaf of British orders. Most sensible 
men in the United States. realise that, 
unless something is done ito get rid of this 
war debt, American industry must stag- 
nate. Some of the politicians at Washing- 
ton, however, seem to think that, so long 
as Europe’. owes money to America, 
all is bound to be , well with ‘the 
world’s ‘economy. In Britain's case 
the war debts are recognised by every- 
body to be an evil; yet, while America 
continues to press for payment, the British 
Government cannot possibly wipe the 
Allies’ obligations off the slate. On paper 
Britain is still a crediter country; but, 
if she were to remit the debts of France, 
Italy, Belgium, and the rest, she would 
become the second greatest debtor in the 
world. -.If America would take the 
initiative, the whole matter could be 
settled in a few weeks. A new lease of 
life would be given to European trade and 
no country would benefit more than 
America from the resulting “boom.” 
Britain would be set on her feet again 
and could face the future with a new 
hope. It seems, however, that America 
has no intention of renouncing her pound 
of flesh, and Europe must put up with 
her poverty.

Plays and “' Pictures.” 


Everywhere throughout Europe—except 
in these islands—the war has stimulated 
the art of the theatre; or, at any rate, 
a burst of theatrical activity has followed 
the war. The drama is one of the few 
commodities that do not seem to be 
affected by financia] depression and 
chaotic rates of exchange. Germany's 
theatres continue to be full of enterprise, 
with Shakespeare, Shaw, and other foreign 
playwrights well in the forefront. In 
Czecho-Slovakia (where the mark stancs 
at 350 to the pound) a? National Theatre 
at Prague has annouri¢ed a magnificent 
programme for the winter season. -It in- 
cludes fifteen of Shakespeare's plays. 
Shelley's “Cene,' Byrop’s “Sardana- 
pelus,’’ and plays by Marlowe, Alfieri, 
Tchekov, and Synge. In Italy every small 
town has a theatre which makes some 
appeal to the intellect, and even bankrupt 


| Vienna still worships the dramatic muse. 


The picture house is popular on the Con- 
tinent, but is recognised for what it is 
and is kept in its place. It cannot invade 
and absorb idle theatres; for there are 
no idle theatres. On the contrary, new 
theatres are being built and old theatres 
enlarged. At the present moment the 
Scala Theatre at Milan is being restored 
at a cost of seventy-five thousand pounds. 
In Ireland, of course, the drama, as a 
serious art, is dead, save for the sincere, 
but increasingly parochial, efforts of the 
Abbey Theatre; and in England it seems 
to be dying. Revue and light comedy pay 
their way; but any better thing—there is 
an occasional exception, of course, like 
Mr. Drinkwater’s “Abraham Lincoln '— 
is rewarded with a beggarly array of empty 
benches. Repertary theatres, the brave 
attempts of groups of idealists, come for a 
little while, but do not stay. hey perish 
for lack of support, and almost before the 
last curtain is down the waiting cinema- 
putting up his 
posters of the newest American “ film 
star.’ This has been the fate of the 
Theatre Royal at Manchester, and, alas! 
what Manchester did yesterday the rest of 
England has been doing for many months. 
The outlook for lovers of the drama is truly 
sad. Whatever may be said for the 
picture house, it does not now, and never 
will, replace the theatre (in the old sense) 
as an instrument of culture. It can impart 
machine-made thrills, but it cannot purify 
the passions through pity and fear. It 
banishes the appeal of poetic thought and 
the subtle influence which the fine word, 
finely spoken, once. exercised on the minds 
of ordinary men. Thirty years ago many a 
Dublin artisan could declaim long passages 
from “ Hamiet’’ and “ Macbeth.’’ To-day 
Shakespeare is unacted and our children— 
even the most carefully nurtured—have a 
precocious knowledge of the horrid slang 
of the Bowery. Comus of the “ pictures 
has enticed them from the dingles of 
Arden to the lime-lights of Los Angeles. 
Mr. Gordon Craig, writing in the 
Manchester Guardian, says that money and 
discernment could save the theatre even 
now. If the people will find the money 
and will demand from actors and pro- 
ducers genius instead of “mild talent,” a 
real theatre can be created. Dail Eireann 
has its Ministry of Fine Arts. Will Lre- 
land in the coming days find the money 
and genius for a great revival of the art 
of the theatre, or will the “ pictures” 
continue to educate Dublin in spite of the 
competition of the University of Tory 
Island 1. | 7

Fewer. Ships. 

The shipbuilding returns for the quarter 
ended September 30th make gloomy read- 
ing. In the English, Scottish, and Irish 
yards some seven hundred merchant 
vessels of 3,282,972 tons gross, are under 
construction, but the figures do not reflect 
the state of the industry. Many of the 
vessels have been in tlie stocks since the 
beginning of the year and to-day are no 
nearer completion than they were six 
months ago. Work has been suspended 
upon them because the cost of production 
has remained virtually stationary, while 
freights have fallen heavily. The ship- 
ping companies can see no prospect of 
running new tonnage at a profit; there- 
fore, they. have cancelled their orders. 
The new work begun during: the quarter 
amounted only to.51.543 tons as compared |

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with 506,343 tons for the last quarter of 
1920... That is-the outstanding fact of tho 
returns, ;}Shipyard workers throughout the 
United Kingdom should take note of it 
and act upon it. They hold the key to the 
situation. Nearly 85 per cent. of the 
capital expenditure on a ship represents 
wages, atid prosperity can come to the in- 
dustry only through a fall in wages. If 
the cost of production ,were reduced, it is 
certain that there would be a revival of 
orders—especially for motor ships. THe 
wage “cuts’’ which came into force at 
the beginning of September were a step 
in the right direction; but more drastic 
reductions must be made: before the 
industry's prosperity can be restored. 


Cork Jarveys. 


In nearly every city in the world tbe 
jarveys have been compelled to yield pride 
of place to the taxi-cab drivers; but in 
Dublin and Cork they still hold their 
own. Yesterday they caused a great 
deal of excitement in the Cork City Hall. 
The audacious owner of a motor char-a- 


bane suggested to the Corporation that it 


would be a public convemience if his 
vehicle were allowed to ply for hire in the 
streets. The jarveys regarded this pro- 
posal as a gross outragé. Accordingly 
they invaded the Council Chamber with 
noise and threats; but the councillors, 
to their credit, refused to be intimidated. 
They granted the licence. Having failed to 
achieve their object, the jarveys made such 
a row that the Lord Mayor was obliged to 
adjourn the meeting and to seek the aid 
of the Republican “ police” before the 
Corporation could discuss the other items 
on the agenda. Now, when Cork has set 
an example, it is to be hoped that the 
Dublin Corporation will allow taxi-cabs to 
ply for hire in the streets and to occupy 
places at- the hazards. A little competi- 
tion ‘might make the jarvey observe the 
official scale of fares. |

A GERMAN PYCMALION. ~ 


Somebody said the other day that he did not 
like musical comedies for two reasons: in the 
first place they generally came from. America, 
and in the next they generally were the reverse 
of musical. i 

A new musical comedy has appeared to which 
neither of these objections apply. It comes 
from Berlin, and from all accounts it music 6 
of a very high quality. Yet no less a person 
than Mr. George Kernard Shaw objects to it 
strongly, and threatens to “ come down on its 
authors “ like a thousand of bricks. , 

The piece is called the '“' Street Singer, and 
is appearing at the Metropo: Theatre in Berlin. 
Ite authors are said to be one “ Lo Portem, 
which is Metropol the other way round, and a 
Herr Neihard, whose name is unknown to the 
cognoscenti. The music ie by Leo Fall. 


The plot of the “Street Singer” is not ori- 
ginal; and this is the secret of Mr. Shaws 
wrath. German librettists have a habit of 
borrowing plots for their works, and Mr. Shaw 
has suffered already in the case of the “ Choco- 
late Soldier,” which was a palpable adaptation 
of his delightful comedy, ‘‘ Arms and the Man.” 

This time the plot of “ Pygmalion” has pro- 
vided the Berlin writere with an idea, and the 
“Street Singer” introduces us to our old friends 
of that much discussed play disguised very 
thinly as Berlin types. 

Herr Georg Lundt, a Teuton homme du monde, 
holds advanced ideas about the weaker sex, 
and bears certain strong resemblances to the 
famous Higgins. His boast is that given three 
weeks he can transform any girl into a “ lady,” 
and an American girl to whom he is paying 
court promises to marry him if be can make it 


Sonia, a flower girl, is a character that would 
delight the heart of Mrs. Patrick Campbell. The 
German language hes no equivalent for the 
phrase which thousands: of Londpners thronged 
to hear from the lips of ““M Pat.” But it

Her father is not a dustman, but a Commis- 
sionaire, but there is no mistaking his origin. A 
generous douceur keeps him quiet, and the pro+ 
cess of making Sonia into a lady begins.

HAYDN’S HOMELAND. 


BURGENLAND’S STORMY 
PAST. 


The Burgenland, about which there has been 
so much trouble recently, is one of those 
obscure places like Teschen and the Banat. 
concerning which the average Western European 
knows next to nothing. Yet‘it is a land of 
some importance and has produced: some 
famous men. 

Haydn lived his life and composed his ora- 
torios and others of his immortal works in 
Eisenstadt. Franz Liszt was born in a village 
near Oedenburg. The musicians Johann Nepo- 
muk Hummel and Hans Richter, both well 
known in England, and the famous violinist 
Joseph Joachim, were all Burgenlanders. The 
pas and engraver Adam Friedrich Oeser was 
sorn in Pressburg. The sculptor Tilgner was a 
native of the same town, and the celebrated 
portraitist Angeli, still living in Vienna, was 
born at Oedenburg. The family Storno of 
Oedenburg has given to the world quite a 
number of painters and architects. The late 
Joseph Kainz, one of the greatest of all Ger- 
man actors, was born in Wieselburg. 

oe Ea - - - - 

The history of Western Hungary is interest- 
ing. Like other border lands it has passed 
through many vicissitudes. But for more 
than a thousand years it has been a (ierman- 
speaking country, though it repeatedly changed 
sovereignty, belonging at times to Hungary, 
at times to Austria. 

German Western Hungary, or the Burgenland 
(i.c., the country of the four castles Oeden- 
burg, Wieselburg, LHisenstadt and Pressburc) 
forms, as it were, a corridor between the east 
and the west, the north and the gouth, of 
Europe. 

In the fifth century B.C. Celtic tribes coming 
from the Eastern Alps settled here. When in 
the year 15 B.C. the Romans came into the 
country aud established the provinces Noricum 
and Panonia, they protected their frontiers by 
a. zone of fortresses, or castles, reaching from 
Carnuntum (near Pressburg) on the Danube to 
Aquileja on the Adriatic Sea. ' 

he wild v.aves of the migration of 
swept over this proud bulwark of the Roman 
Empire. The Huns first rushed in and then 
ebbed back. They were sueceeded by the Ostro- 
oths, whose great King Theodotic was born on 
the shores of the Lake of Neusiedl in Western 
Hungary. The Longobards dwelt for half a 
century in the province of Panonia, and then 
pursued their way to Italy, giving place to the 
Avars, who, for more than years. barassed 
Europe, till at last they were defeated and dis- 
persed by Charlemagne in the year 791. The

‘| territories cleared by the Avars were confided 


to the custody of margraves as the Eastern 

Marches of- the Frank Empire, and formed the 

nucleus of future Austria.

At that time the first German colonists 
settled in the country. After the death of 
Charlemagne, the Frank-German Empire broke 
asunder. In the meantime the Magyars had 
occupied the plaitis to the south of the Danube, 
whence by continua! inroads they harassed their 
neighbours. The Eastern Marches, as far as the 
River Enns, had temporarily to be given up, 
although the strength of the Magyars was 
broken by the German King Otto I. after the 
bloody battle on the Lech Field in 955. During 
their short stay they laid the country waste; 
the population fied before them. 

A re-establishment and fresh colonisation of 
the Eastern Marches wes only possible by slow 
degrees- In the following centuries the eastern 
districts of the “ Marches,” especially those now 
forming Western Munger, repeatedly changed 
hands.

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INOUEST SCENES. 
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JURORS AND “ MURDER 
GANGS.”’ 

A heated exchange took place between jurors 
at an inquest held in the Mater Infirmorum 
Hospital, Belfast, yesterday during the course 
of an inquest into the circumstances of the 
death of Murtagh MacStocker (23), of Moira 
street, who died from a bullet wound. 

After evidence had been given, the foreman 
of the jury said that it was his opinion that 
MacStocker fell a victim to a “murder gang of 
Orangemen.” It was his conviction, he added, 
that they came deliberately and straightfor- 
wardly to murder Roman Catholics. 

Members of the jury at once rose, and, amid 
some excitement, exclaimed, “What about the 
other murder gang?” “The I.R.A. is a murder 
gang.” 

The Coroner, alluding to the evidence in the 
case, said—It is not for fun that a man takes 
a revolver of the Webley type and fires at a 
person, with result of loss of life. I am not 
supposed to have in my capacity—and have not 
—any consideration for differing views of poli- 
tics and religion. It appears trom the evdence 
to-day that this was deliberate. The verdict is 
in your hands altogether. 

e jurors unanimously agreed to a verdict 
of “Death from gunshot wounds, wilfully in- 
flicted by some person unknown.” 


U.S. MEDAL OF HONOUR. 
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TRIBUTE TO UNKNOWN WARRIOR 


| PARIS, Wednesday. 

General Pershing has accepted the British 
Government's invitation to be present at the lay- 
ing on the tomb of the British Unknown Warrior 
of the Congressional Medal of Honour. General 
Pershing has suggested October 17th as the date 
of the ceremony. General Pershing yesterday 
received Sir Milne Cheetham,the British Charge 
d’Affaires, who explained to him that the delay 
in the matter was a mistake which had caused 
much regret in London, and. communicated an 
official message from the British Foreign Office. 

The General, in his reply, minimised the im- 
portance of the misunderstanding. His part in 
the presentation of the Congressional Medal 
was, he said, a secondary one. It was a matter 
for arrangement between the American Em- 
basey in ndon and the Foreign Office. He 
had been sent over to assist in the cerem‘n, 
and this he would be happy to do if a date 
could be arranged that was consonant with the 
imperative necessity that he should return to 
the United States shortly.—(Reuter.)

MR. CHURCHILL AND 
THE FUTURE.

Mr. Winston Churchill referred to the pre 
sent economic depression in a speech delivered 
yesterday at the Mansion House, London, in 
connection with the British Empire Exhibition. 

So far as the East was concerned, he declared, 
trade had gone altogether, and as regarded the 
West, instead of a credit in America, we had 
an enormous debt of nearly £1,000,000,000, which 
we contracted on behalf of our Allies for the 
more effective prosecution of the war. 

Besides having lost to a large extent the ad- 
vantage which we derived from Transatlantic 
investments, and having contracted a heavy 
annual liability, we had to consider means ot 
paying the United States, by the products of 

me industries or by the services of our mer- 
cantile marine, for cotton, food, and other essen- 
tials we needed, and would continue to need 
for many years yet, to carry on our industries. 

If things thus continued it would become in- 
pone difficult to purchase what we needed 
[rom the United States, while concurrently the 
eneral impovérishment of different parts of

urope and Asia would diminish our selling 
Fd gee só SN If these were the only prospects: 
the outlook would be black, indeed, but there 


was trade within the Empire, though he must 
not be understood as advocating it to the ex- 
clusion of trade outside. Great Britain must 
trade with the whole world, but if foreign 
nations could not trade at present on a sufficient 
scale, then it might be necessary to consider 
some temporary expedient. 

While taking steps to alleviate unemploy- 
ment, we muvt also look ahead and lay firm 
and broad foundations upon which British trade 
could be prosperously erected.

Discussing finance, he said that there would 
be a Budget deficit. The Government must pro- 
ceed with discrimination and great discr°tion. 
Industry was groaning under taxation, and war 
charges were costing 520 millions. The economy 
circular had already resulted in reducing the 
estimates by 74 millions. Great results were 
expected from the Business Comrhittee.

THEIR BEDS. 


PARIS, Wednesday. 

A remarkable phenomen was witnessed in 
certain districts in France about 1.30 on Mon- 
day morning, full reports of which have only 
just reached Paris. 

All that Parisians saw was a light in the sky 
rapidiy changing from green to red, and then 
the swift passage of an aerolite, which seemed

As soon as it had disappeared a sharp de- 
tonation was heard, which was attributed by 
these who heard it to the explosion of a muni- 
tions dep6t or chemical works. Messages now 
reaching Paris, however; show that the same 
sound was heard at various points in the depart- 
ment of Oise. 


At Beauvais a slight earth tremor was 
caused, doors and windows vibrating. Many 
inhabitants were scared from their beds. It is 


believed that the acrolite fell in the neighbour- 
hood of Clermont.

The writs for the release of the three female 
members of the Council were presented to the 
Governor of Holloway Prison at about 4.30 

.m-, and on their release the women drove to 

rixton Prison, where similar writs were pre- 
sented for the release of the male Councillors. 

A crowd gathered outside the gates of the prison 
and at five minutes past six sounds of- cheering 
and the singings of “ The Red Flag ” were heard 
coming from the interior of the building. A 
moment later the gates swung open, and the 
Councillors appeared, being heartily greeted by 
the crowd. : 

In a statement, handed to the Presa by the 
Mayor of Poplar, the Councillors, after stating 
that, in spite of the so-calléd privileges granted 
them, they were of opinion that prisons were 
hells, said that they felt that their imprison- 
ment was worth the while, as they had forced 
public attention on the question of London 
rates, and had assisted in getting Parliament 
called together to consider unemployment.

RUSSIAN FAMINE “ BREAD.” 


RIGA, Wednesday. 

The Soviet Commissary of Public Health has 
opened in Moscow an exhibition of goods which 
are being used in the famine-stricken districts 
of Russia. From one district comes bread 
made of grass, and Samara contributes a 
sample of bread made of baked clay and hay, 
while from the Northern districts are samples 
of bread made of moss. 

These terrible substitutes, it is stated, have 
the worst effect on the health of the popula- 
tion, among whom dysentery and typhus are 
rampant. 

The Health Commissary will leave Moscow 
for the Volga districts, but little hove is enter- 
tained of any improvement in the food supplies 
in that region.—(Reuter.)

SCHEME. -

WASHINGTON, September 27. 

Plans for the creation of the organised reserve 
of the United States Army on a basis that will 
permit. a quick mobilisation of more than 
4,000,000 men have been prepared by the 
General Staff. An outline of the preliminary 
steps was made public to-day by Colonel May- 
hew Wainwright; Acting Secretary of War. 

The scheme, which was developed under the 
authority of Congress, contemplates virtually no 
expenditure in its present stages, but, General 
Harboard, the Acting Chief of the Staff, believes 
that it would furnish the framework foil the 
mobilisation of the nation in weeks, instead of 
months. 

Twenty-seven infantry divisions of the reserve 
are provided for, preserving in mumber and 
geographical location the sixteen war-time 
national army divisions. The same territorial 
distribution as to armies and army corps areas 
is followed as in the Regular Army organisation 
and the present structure of the National Guard. 

The first step in perfecting the organisation 
reserve will be to assign from the present officers 
of the reserve corps the full war strength com- 
plement of officers—in. all, more than 40,000. I 
is expected that this can be completed by next 
July, when the creation of the non-commissioned 
and enlisted personnel will be undertaken. 

t was pointed out that th&jorganised reserve 
can be employed only by specific act of Congress. 
Theme is no thought that the divisions will be 
called out except in a national emergency, and 
the plans were prepared only to prevent delays 
and emergency expenditure in mobilisation for 
war, The active military force of the country 
remains as the skelctonised Regular Army, 
backed by the National Guard as the second line 
of defence, and the organised ‘reserve, or the 
“nation armed for war,’’ as the third and ulti- 
mate line.—(Reuter.) ;

A decision will also be taken as to 
whether the public shall be admitted to this 
afternoon’s sitting of the Council, when the 
pee Silesian problem will be finally disposed 
of. 


The sitting in question will be the closing one 
of the Council's present session. Although the 
local Press pretends to know the opinion of the 
Council regarding the proposed solution, which 
consists of the partition of the plebiscite region, 
including the industrial and mining districts, 
absolutely nothing reliable on the subject has 
so far transpired. Senhor Da Cunha, Brazilion 
member of the Council, declared in an interview 
that the members of the Sub-Committee which 
has been dealing with the Upper Silesian quee 
tion, were satisfied that the view which they 
had submitted to the Council was well founded, 
and felt confident that they had suggested the 
best solution. He emphatically denied the 
allegation that outside influences had been 
brought to bear on the members of the Sub- 
Committge in their decision. Such stories were, 
he said, ‘pure invention. 

A Geneva correspondent of the Agence Tele- 
grafique says that the Council’s decision in re- 
gard to Upper Silesia will be found to conform 
substantially to a combinatiom of the first and 
second.

“DON’T BLAME THE

WHY THE CHURCH 
SHOULD HELP.

Recreations were debated yesterday in 
one section of the Church Congress at, Bir- 
mingham, the most interesting contribu- 
tion being the address of Miss Lena Ash- 
well, the well-known actress,’ on the 
Church and the Drama. 

Dramatic art, she said, was either in its 
death throes or on the eve of being reborn. 

The modern theatre was being divórced from 
itf real position as part of the religion oí the 
nation. 

It was superficial, and dealt with the mere 
surface of human emotion instead of being 
deeply rooted in the religious life of the com- 
munity. 

“It is not entirely the actor’s fault,” she 
said, “that he has to represent the stupid 
idiotic worke which the public so thoroughly 
enjoy at the present.” 

his great force for the education of the- 
people is entirely mo “Hrs by the standard = 
money. It is measu by what can be go 

in the box office. Therefore, we find a creat 
extension of recreation and a gradua) lowering 
of the taste of the people throughout the 
country. ; 

“ Every possible place of entertainment has 
been taken over by the cinema, which is the 
only form of recreation for great, masses ‘of 
the community. If the people do not weary 
of it, there is nothing for ns old peonle to say, 
but ‘ God bless you. We hope it will work out 
all right.’ 

“Good drama requires education,” she said. 
“ Are we always to be governed by the Church 
of England mind in this matter? We old 
‘people have got minds as well, and a pretty 
rotten state they are in. We have willingly 
given service to raise the sinews of war, but 
when we ask you to help us you are perfectly 
indifferent. We are no longer regarded as 
rogues, vagabonds, and dangerous people, anid 
we ask you to give us practical help.” In con- 
clusion, Miss Ashwell said, “TI appeal to c-ery 
Churchman here to actively assist the drama to 
attain a standard by which “every form of 
recreation must be measured and make that 
standard a high one.” (Cheers.) 


IN DEFENCE OF THE CINEMA. 


The question of the cinema from the recrea- 
tion standpoint was dealt with by Mr. A. E. 
Newbould, M.P. He said that Miss Ashwell’s 
attack on the cinema appeared to be more in 
the nature of an attack on the British public. 
He urged that the films were not unwholesome 
in the main; they were sffictly moral, much 
more than the newspapers. 

A child could read in a newspaper of crimes 
committed with impunity, murderers who were 
undetected, of robbers who escaped, of petiy 
criminalg_who flouted the law. -On the screen 
it was not so. The murder was avenged, the 
robber caught, and the police court always on. 
the last reel. 

The level of decency was much higher on 
the cinema than in the publichouse, on the 
streets, and among football, race, or boxin 
crowds, and it deserved we} of those intereste 
in the well-being of the con'munity.

resumed discussion on gambling 
Dean of Dúrham, said:— 
“Of all human vices gambling is, 
my opinion, the vice which it is most 
dificult to condemn outright. I - du- 
approve of all lotteries, and am as surprised 
that the Church should make money by 
gambling at bazaars as I should be if she made 
it by the sale of liquor at drinking bare. I have 
heard of a sweepstake upon the number of a 
hymn, and even of a sweepstake upon the 
the number of times a reverend divine would 
fall asleep during Divine Service. : 

“The absolute and universal, condemnation 
of all betting or gambling as a vice seems to 
be a position which it is not easy to maintain. 
I do not speak in a white sheet. Once, when 
I was a boy at Eton, I made a bet and won 
it, but I never made a bet ore It may be 
unpatriotic that a man should gamble, but it 
is not immoral. It is not positively sinful, 
unless he risks more money than he can afford 

lose, or risks money which is not his own. 

“If betting or gambling is, as it is, a 
national evil, the Post Office ought not to dis- 
tribute bookmakers’ circular letters, the news- 
papers should be prohibited from publishing 
betting odds, and bookmakers ought. to be pre- 
vented from making a race meeting a hideous 
orgy of Matant ruffianism.”’ 

The Dean appealed to the sporting public, for 
the very existence of Association football, to 
cut away the gangrenous sore of gambling on 
football matches. The work of the Anti- 
Gambling League was never so urgently needed 
as to-day. 


ABUSES OF RECREATIONS. 


Canon Anthony, Dean of Knightsbridge, dis 
cussing literature as a recreation, alluded to the 
newspaper, the worst feature of which, he said, 
was its subservience to “stunts "—a hideous 
word describing an unlovely thing. It was 
just possible that this journalistic tendency 
might affect even some of their bishops, might 
lead them to think themeelyes failures unless, 
by means of “ stunts,’’ they continually caught 
the public eye.
